Perfectly hardy even in Siberia. Being a native of Siberia it is perfectly hardy in any climate. Asan ornamental plant it 
has been grown for twelve years at the lowa Experimental Station, and is still standing there. In France it has been grown for 
ornamental purposes, also in New York and Massachusetts for like purposes. 

Flourishes in dry and hot climates. In India, the dryest and hottest climate in the world, it produces large crops, and has 
been used as a forage plant exclusive of almost everything else. Its roots penetrate so deep in the soil that it requires no moisture 
nor rain, yet it will grow more luxuriantly on rich, moist land. 

* Cattle cannot destroy it. The roots penetrate so deep in the svil, that cattle cannot pull it up or tramp it out. We are told 
by a Texas cattleman that in Uvalde County, where an abundance of water is at hand, cattle have to be driven seven miles to 
pasture, growth of all kinds being tramped out.

Prof. J. L. Budd, Iowa State College, says: ‘‘I found the plant in Russia, in 1882, as a botanical curiosity and an 
prnamen ial plant. It still holds its place where first planted. It certainly will prove highly valuable in the dry West as a 

orage plant. 

From the American Agriculturist, Sacaline, the new forage plant, is certainly destined to become a great factor as a 
forage plant, especially in the South and where the seasons are dry and rainless. The experiments made at Baleine and other 
places are sufficiently conclusive as regards the question of fodder. The foliage is most effective, the leaves being from twelve to 
eighteen inches long with a breadth of three to four inches, with no trace of hairs. A young plant in the ground is not slow in 
covering a surface of three feet square with its leafy branches. The first cutting of the first year’s planting for hay should be made 
when the stems are three to four feet high. The second year, and ever afterwards, three to four cuttings can be made annually. 

*CAUTION. There are two species of Sacaline, the true and the false. Sacaline (Polygonum Sachalinense), the true Sacaline 
herein described, deserves all the praise and more than we have given it, while Sacaline (P. Cuspidatum), the false variety, is 
small in growth, woody and of inferior quality either for green or dry forage.
